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1. Production of raw steel in the Soviet Zone was only 32 thousand tons in 
1952. The only producer was the Maxhiltte at Unterwellenborn, which 
manufactured raw steel from imported pig iron. 


2. Imports of raw steel amounted to 360 thousand tons, including 205 thousand 


tons from the USSR 
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3. Import quantities have been considerably increased in the schedules for 
the year 1953 and 195. Only small quota changes are provided for the 
steel and iron works in the Soviet Zone, but production will be increased 
by the newly put in service Huttenkombinats Ost at Furstenberg-Oder. Txact _ 
figures for 1953 and 1954 cannot be determined until the quota of the 
Gosplan (Soviet planning office) is fixed. 


lh. It is sought to make up deficits in the raw steel production by mobilizing 
the so-called interior reserves, but there no longer is enough scrap 
available in the Soviet Zone. Only 65,320 tons of additional scrap could be 
collected, because the SAG plants do not make their scrap reserves available. 


5. Production of raw steel in blooms in 1952 was 1,867,450 tons; imports, 
120 thousand tons. 


Production of rolled steel, 1,223,000 tons; imports, 720 thousand tons. 


Production of Thomas steel (basic Bessemer) and foundry pig, 192 thousand 
tons: imports, 360 thousand tons. 
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6. The production plan for 1955 provides for the following quantities; 

Thomas steel and foundry pig, 1,500,000 tons; 

Raw steel in blooms, 3,500,000 tongs; 

Rolled steel, 2,200,000 tons.
